Your  Worship,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  herewith  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1938. 

The  Vital  Statistics  are  satisfactory  on  the  whole.  The  General 
Death  Rate  of  1 1 . 3 is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough,  while 
the  Infantile  Mortahty  Rate,  the  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate,  and  the 
Maternal  Mortality  Rate  are  all  very  low  and  show  a reduction  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  There  was  also  a slight  reduction  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  Cancer. 

The  retirement  of  Mr.  Joseph  Jenkinson,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
took  place  in  November.  Mr.  Jenkinson  had  been  in  the  service  of 
the  Corporation  for  34  years,  for  29  of  which  he  had  occupied  the 
position  of  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  This  long  period  of  devoted 
service  in  a very  important  position  was  characterised  by  efficiency 
and  tact  which  enabled  the  work  to  go  on  with  the  minimum  of 
friction,  and  I have  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  his  enthusiastic 
co-operation  in  health  and  sanitary  matters  during  the  whole  of  that 
time. 

The  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  promotion  to  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
of  Mr.  F.  V.  A.  Smith,  first  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector. 

As  a survey  report  is  not  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  this 
year,  the  various  details  are  given  in  more  or  less  summary  form. 

I have  to  acknowledge  the  great  help  and  co-operation  given  by 
the  members  of  my  Staff  during  the  year.

Vital  Statistics.  The  main  features  of  the  vital  statistics  for 
the  year  are  summarised  in  the  table  given  above.  On  the  whole  they 
are  very  satisfactory.  The  death  rate  of  1 1 . 3 per  1,000  of  the  population 
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lis  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  Borough.  The  death  rate  in  England 
and  Wales  was  11.6.  The  Registrar-General  has  issued  comparability 
[factors  by  which  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  area  should  be  multiplied 
in  order  to  make  it  comparable  with  other  parts  of  the  country.  This 
1 figure  is  0 . 98,  and  when  applied  to  the  crude  death  rate  of  this  Borough 
: gives  a net  death  rate  of  11.07. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  and  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  is  very  low,  and  is  the  same  as  for  the  year  1936  which 
had  the  lowest  number  on  record.  There  was  a slight  reduction  in 
the  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of 
49  per  1,000  births  and  the  maternal  death  rate  of  1.4  per  1,000 
births  show  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year. 

For  England  and  Wales  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  53.  and 
the  maternal  mortality  rate  2.97.

PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

During  the  year  there  were  no  developments  or  changes  in  the 
provision  of  Ambulance  facilities  or  Public  and  Voluntary  Hospitals. 

In  the  same  manner  there  were  no  changes  in  the  administration 
of  the  Institutional  medical  services  transferred  from  the  late  Board 
of  Guardians  under  the  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Act, 
or  in  the  provision  of  Poor  Law  medical  out-relief. 

As  regards  Mental  Deficiency,  Burton  upon  Trent  is  one  of  the 
constituent  authorities  of  the  West  Midland  Joint  Board  for  the 
Mentally  Defective.  After  considerable  difficulty,  the  Board  has 
secured  a site  for  an  Institution,  and  the  provision  of  plans  for  a 
new  Institution  is  now  receiving  consideration. 
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MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

The  Five  Midwives  appointed  to  act  as  Municipal  Mid  wives 
under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  continued  their  services  during  the 
year  while  three  independent  midwives  remain  in  private  practice. 
Arrangements  were  completed  during  the  year  for  the  supply  of 
freshly-sterUized  outfits  to  all  maternity  cases  attended  by  municipal 
midwives. 

A scheme  for  the  supply  of  dentures  to  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  was  also  put  into  force  during  the  year. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes.  There  were  no  changes 
recorded  during  the  year  in  the  number  of  maternity  and  nursing  homes 
on  the  register,  the  number  being  one  for  general  cases  and  one  for 
maternity  cases. 

Child  Life  Protection.  The  arrangements  for  discharging  the 
functions  of  the  Local  Authority  under  Sections  206 — 220  of  the 
Pubhc  Health  Act,  1936,  remain  the  same  as  previously  described. 
At  the  end  of  1938  there  were  16  children  “ Taken  for  reward  ” 
on  the  register. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company 
is  responsible  for  the  public  water  supply  of  the  Borough.  The  supply 
is  on  the  constant  system,  and  is  sufficient  in  quantity  and  of  good 
quahty.  The  water  is  a hard  one,  and  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  water  supply  has  been  analysed  on  eleven  occasions  during 
the  year,  the  following  being  the  average  result  of  the  analyses  in

Closet  Accommodation.  With  the  exception  of  69  pail  closets 
mostly  situated  in  awkward  places,  the  conversion  of  closets  to  the 
water  carriage  system  is  complete.  Two  conversions  were  effected 
during  the  year. 

Scavenging.  The  scavenging  is  entirely  carried  out  by  the  Refuse 
Removal  Department  of  the  Corporation.

Annual  Report  1938-1939  (1st  April,  1938  to  31st  March,  1939). 

I .beg  to  present  herewith  my  annual  report  for  the  Refuse  Removal 
and  Disposal  Department  for  the  year  1938-39 

REFUSE  REMOVAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  number  of  employees  in  this  Department  remains  unchanged 
at  21,  a point  of  interest  when  one  notes  the  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  premises  from  which  refuse  is  collected. 

Severe  weather  during  December,  together  with  the  absence 
at  one  time  of  10  employees,  caused  great  difficulty  in  maintaining 
this  essential  service. 

There  are  now  13,330  houses  from  which  collections  are  made, 
and  about  395  premises  from  which  trade  refuse  is  removed  each 
week,  making  13,725  weekly  visits  in  all.  Trade  refuse  is  removed 
during  ordinary  collection  only  when  the  quantity  is  less  than  5 bins 
iiill. 

Five  freighters  are  fully  occupied  with  these  services.  The  sixth 
freighter  makes  certain  regular  collections  of  trade  refuse  which  exceed 
this  maximum  quantity,  and  meets  the  call  for  numerous  special 
collections  received  by  the  Department. 

The  collection  of  trade  refuse,  for  which  a fee  is  now  charged, 
produced  an  income  of  £35. 

The  total  amount  of  refuse  dealt  with  by  the  Department  is 
14,984  tons  ; this  includes  127  tons  of  night-soil  collected  from  65 
sanitary  bins. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  of  dry  ashpits,  which 
remains  at  9. 

One  combined  privy  and  ashpit  remains  in  use. 
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REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE  PLANT. 

There  are  9 men  and  2 boys  employed  in  this  Department. 

The  new  Plant  has  now  operated  during  one  complete  year  against 
somewhat  adverse  conditions  due  to  the  very  difficult  market  for 
salvaged  materials.  Below  is  shown  an  analysis  of  refuse  dealt  with

The  total  income  produced  from  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials  < 
was  £824. 
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After  incineration  the  clinker  remaining  amounted  to  1,172  tons, 
part  of  which  has  been  sold. 

The  sale  of  cinders,  chnker  and  dust  produced  £222. 

The  charges  for  the  disposal  of  trade  refuse  amounted  to  £143. 

During  the  forthcoming  year  it  is  intended  to  instal  a cinder 
cleansing  plant,  which  will  both  improve  the  value  and  increase  the 
quantity  of  cinders  sold. 

The  workmen’s  baths  and  a drying  room  for  clothing  will  also 
be  added  early  in  the  year,  with  the  possible  co-operation  of  the 
A.R.P.  Authority. 

A supper  for  the  employees  of  both  Departments  took  place  on 
February  13th,  and  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording 
the  thanks  of  the  Departments  to  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman 
for  their  generous  support.  It  is  hoped  that,  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  workmen,  this  supper  will  become  an  annual  event. 

The  continued  interest  of  the  Health  Committee  in  the  services 
of  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  adds  much  to  the  good  feeling 
benveen  Staff  and  Workmen.

HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report 
upon  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1938. 

During  the  year  Mr.  J.  Jenkinson,  who  was  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
to  this  Borough,  retired  after  34  years  of  loyal  and  devoted  service. 
I feel  that  it  is  both  an  honour  and  a privilege  to  have  been  appointed 
by  you  to  succeed  him,  and  it  will  be  my  earnest  endeavour  to  carry 
out  the  duties  of  my  office  with  efficiency,  tact,  and  technical  skill. 

To  bring  the  staff  up  to  strength  Mr.  J.  Easton,  a fully-qualified 
inspector  from  the  Emsworth  Urban  District  Council  was  appointed. 

During  the  year  under  review  new  legislation  has  placed  additional 
responsibilities  on  the  Health  Department.  The  number  of  enquiries 
for  advice  and  assistance  have  increased  accordingly  and  a great  deal 
of  time  and  thought  has  been  devoted  to  this  branch  of  the  work. 

435  complaints  were  received  during  1938,  and  in  every  case  the 
premises  were  visited  and  in  388  instances  nuisances  were  found  and 
notices  served. 

Sanitary  defects  remedied  numbered  1,423,  and  in  addition  172 
contraventions  of  Acts,  Byelaws  and  Regulations  discovered  in  Dairies, 
Lodging  Houses,  Slaughterhouses,  etc.,  were  also  remedied. 

Last  year  the  total  number  of  visits  to  premises  for  all  purposes 
was  19,740. 
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In  view  of  the  number  of  defects  remedied  k is  gratifying  to  know 
that  in  only  5 cases  was  it  necessary  to  ask  for  authority  to  prosecute, 
and  that  in  all  instances  after  a warning  letter  had  been  sent  by  the 
Town  Clerk  the  work  was  put  in  hand.

Library  Books.  In  connection  with  the  control  of  infectious 
disease,  all  library  books  found  to  have  been  in  contact  with  infectious 
cases  have  been  removed  and  disinfected  before  being  again  put 
into  circulation  at  the  libraries.  The  total  number  of  books  thus 
dealt  with  was  232. 
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Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.  The  object  of  these 
Regulations  is  to  secure  the  adequate  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered 
for  food,  as  well  as  improvement  in  the  handling,  transport  and 
distribution  of  meat.  The  food  inspection  staff  consists  of  fully-qualified 
officers,  who  during  the  year  have  made  4,755  visits  to  slaughterhouses, 
and  666  visits  to  markets  and  shops.  All  Cold  Storage  premises  are 
regularly  inspected. 

During  the  year  57,282  carcases  have  been  inspected,  and  later 
in  this  report  will  be  found  the  tables  showing  the  meat  condemned 
as  a result  of  such  inspections. 

As  regards  the  handling,  transport,  and  distribution  of  meat, 
I am  pleased  to  report  that  all  the  butchers’  shops  with  the  exception 
of  three  in  the  open  market,  and  those  in  the  Market  Hall  are  provided 
with  glass  windows.  There  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  the 
transport  of  meat,  and  in  this  connection  a number  of  butchers  have 
been  cautioned  for  not  adequately  covering  meat  during  transit. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933.  This  Act  provides,  with 
certain  exceptions,  that  before  an  animal  is  killed  in  a slaughterhouse  or 
Knacker’s  Yard  it  must  be  stunned  with  a mechanically-operated 
instrument,  and  that  all  slaughtermen  shall  be  licensed.  The  hcences 
in  force  to  butchers  in  Burton  now  number  90,  and  8 new  hcences 
have  been  issued  during  the  year. 

Meat  Marking.  In  order  that  the  public  and  food  inspection 
authorities  may  recognise  that  meat  has  received  competent  inspection, 
a system  of  stamping  may  be  introduced  if  the  Ministry  of  Health 
are  satisfied  that  the  methods  of  slaughter  and  facilities  for  inspection 
are  satisfactory. 

This  system  has  been  introduced  at  our  local  bacon  factory,  and 
the  number  of  carcases  stamped  wiU  be  found  later  in  this  report. 
Although  the  food  authorities  appreciate  official  stamping,  I am  afraid 
the  public  will  require  educating  to  the  significance  of  the  mark, 
as  to  them  in  certain  foods  it  indicates  that  the  article  is  either  foreign, 
or  not  so  fresh  as  it  might  be,  and  should  therefore  be  sold  at  a price 
below  that  of  the  home  produced  article. 
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Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926.  301  visits  have  been  made  to 
shops  to  see  that  the  requisite  marking  was  carried  out  under  the  Act. 
Imported  foodstuffs  of  the  following  kinds  must  by  law  be  labelled  to 
show  either  the  country  of  origin,  or  whether  “ Empire  ” or  “ Foreign  ” 
produce  : — 

Honey,  fresh  apples,  raw  tomatoes,  currants,  sultanas  and 
raisins,  eggs  in  shell  and  dried  eggs,  oat  products,  frozen  or 
chilled  salmon  or  sea  trout,  butter,  poultry,  bacon,  ham  and 
imported  meat  must  be  so  labelled. 

Constant  supervision  is  required  to  impress  on  shopkeepers  the 
necessity  of  labelling  these  commodities. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1926.  3 samples  of  fertiliser 
were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  during  the  year,  all  of  which 
comformed  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928.  During  the  year 
114  samples  were  obtained  for  analysis  as  follows  : — 

Milk  53,  Butter  27,  Sausage  6,  Coffee  6,  Vinegar  4,  Cream  5, 
Olive  Oil  4,  Self-raising  Flour  3,  Honey  2,  Dried  Apricots  2, 
Dried  Mixed  Fruit  1,  Lemon  Cheese  1. 

Two  samples  of  milk  were,  on  analysis,  found  not  to  comply  with 
the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  1901,  one  being  deficient  in  fat,  and 
the  other  containing  added  water. 

Reports  giving  full  particulars  of  these  samples  were  submitted 
to  the  Health  Committee,  who,  after  full  consideration,  decided  in  the 
case  of  the  former  to  issue  a warning  to  the  vendor,  and  in  the  latter, 
that  no  action  could  be  taken,  as  the  sample  was  obtained  in  a part  of 
the  district  outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council. 

Ice  Cream.  The  premises  used  for  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  Ice  Cream  were  inspected  during  the  summer  months,  15  inspections 
having  been  made. 

Inspection  of  Houses.  The  total  number  of  houses  inspected 
for  defects  during  the  year  amounted  to  1,160.  Of  this  number,  28  w’ere 
inspected  and  the  defects  found  recorded  as  required  by  the  Housing 
Acts.  The  sanitary  defects  discovered  and  remedied  are  shown  in 
another  part  of  this  Report. 
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Common  Lodging  Houses.  The  number  of  Common  Lodging 
Houses  on  the  Register  is  three,  there  being  accommodation  for 
122  adults  and  7 children.  Before  re-registration,  these  premises  were 
inspected  as  to  their  structural  condition,  and  as  regards  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  fire.  The  report  on  these  inspections  indicated  that 
two  of  the  lodging  houses  were  satisfactory  in  every  way,  but  in  the 
case  of  that  at  110  Branstone  Road,  it  was  found  that  the  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  the  general  repair  of  the  premises  required 
attention. 

In  view  of  this  report,  the  registration  of  the  Common  Lodging 
Houses  24a  New  Street,  and  21  Fleet  Street  were  renewed  for  a further 
period  of  twelve  months.  The  registration  of  110  Branstone  Road 
was  only  renewed  for  three  months,  so  as  to  enable  the  Keeper  in  that 
time  to  carry  out  the  Health  Committee’s  requirements,  after  which 
re-registration  would  be  considered. 

Van  Dwellings.  The  Pubhc  Health  Act,  1936,  gave  increased 
powers  to  Local  Authorities  in  the  control  of  this  type  of  dwelling. 

In  the  Borough  we  have  one  site  occupied  by  ten  vans  and  six 
tents  which  come  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  drawings  had  been  prepared  showing  the  number  and  positions 
of  these  vans  and  tents  in  relation  to  the  surrounding  properties, 
closet  and  ashes  accommodation,  also  the  water  supply.  This  survey 
is  necessarj^  as  a preliminary  to  the  drawing  up  of  conditions  for  the 
licensing  of  the  site. 

Canal  Boats.  During  the  year  32  visits  were  made  to  the  local 
section  of  the  Trent  and  Mersey  canal  in  the  hope  of  stopping  and 
inspecting  any  canal  boat  which  might  be  passing. 

On  no  occasion  has  a boat  been  sighted,  with  the  result  that  no 
inspection  could  be  made.  This  may  be  due  to  the  small  amount  of 
traffic  on  the  canal,  or  that  the  boats,  being  motor  propelled,  pass 
quickly  through  the  local  section,  and  most  of  all  to  the  fact  that 
little  or  no  loading  or  unloading  takes  place  at  either  of  our  canal 
basins. 
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Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  The  number  of  houses  found  to  be 
infested  during  the  year  was  : —

The  number  of  houses  disinfested  was  : —

The  method  of  disinfestation  is  as  follows.  The  premises  are 
first  visited  by  an  inspector  who  advises  the  tenant  or  owner  to  remove 
and  burn  the  wallpaper.  Where  the  premises  are  found  to  be  badly 
infested  the  wood  skirtings  and  mouldings  are  removed,  all  walls, 
ceilings,  woodwork  and  furniture  are  then  sprayed  with  “ Zaldecide,” 
a liquid  insecticide. 

In  cases  where  plaster  or  woodwork  is  found  to  be  defective,  a 
notice  is  served  on  the  owner  to  carry  out  the  repairs. 

In  no  case  during  the  year  was  it  necessary  to  disinfest  the  belong- 
ings of  tenants  before  removal  to  a Council  House. 

All  the  primary  disinfestations  are  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Authority,  but  the  tenants  are  encouraged  to  purchase  a spray  so  that 
they  themselves  may  be  prepared  to  destroy  any  vermin,  or  freshly 
hatched  out  eggs  which  may  have  been  outside  the  range,  or  under 
such  efficient  cover  as  to  have  survived  the  main  attack. 

Help  and  advice  is  always  given  to  occupiers  of  premises  after 
cleansing,  so  as  to  prevent  further  re-infestation,  such  houses  being 
frequently  inspected  by  the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919.  The  administration 
of  this  Act  continues  to  receive  attention,  active  measures  being  taken 
throughout  the  year  so  as  to  reduce  the  rat  population  to  the  lowest 
possible  dimensions. 

657  visits  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  rat  destruction,  117  additional  premises  being  dealt  with, 
approximately  6,500  poison  baits  have  been  laid,  while  1,543  rats  were 
known  to  have  been  destroyed. 

National  Rat  Week.  The  special  measures  taken  during  this 
particular  week  included  the  following : — 
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The  Editors  of  the  local  newspapers  were  interviewed  who  published 
articles  calling  attention  to  the  rat  menace,  and  as  a result  application 
for  advice  and  assistance  were  received  and  suitable  poisons  given. 

Pamphlets  on  rat  extermination  were  given  to  all  enquirers. 

Illustrated  posters  were  displayed  on  the  Billposting  stations. 

Chemists  and  ironmongers  gave  window  displays  of  poisons, 
traps,  etc. 

Local  rat  catchers  were  interviewed  and  asked  to  visit  any  premises 
on  their  books  likely  to  be  infested. 

British  Ratin  Co.,  who  hold  contracts  with  breweries,  factories, 
and  large  shops,  baited  aU  their  premises  during  the  week. 

The  public  sewers,  refuse  destructor,  electricity  generating  station 
and  the  isolation  hospital  were  baited. 

Inspectors  from  my  Department  devoted  a considerable  amount 
of  time  to  rat  destruction  during  the  week,  the  total  number  of  baits 
laid  was  over  1,000.  While  it  is  difficult  to  ascertain  the  exact  number 
of  rats  destroyed  as  a result  of  our  efforts,  we  have  evidence  of  at 
least  200  rats  having  been  destroyed  in  that  particular  week. 

During  the  year  6 letters  were  sent  to  owners  or  occupiers  of  premises 
requiring  steps  to  be  taken  for  the  destruction  of  rats.  I am  pleased 
to  say  there  are  no  seriously-infested  premises  in  the  town. 

Shops  Acts,  1912-1936.  All  the  duties  under  the  Shops  Acts  are 
carried  out  by  the  Health  Department. 

The  number  of  premises  affected  by  the  Shops  Acts  in  the  Borough 
is  1,146. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  the  register  of  shops 
is  kept  up  to  date  by  systematic  inspections.  There  are  in  force  in 
the  Borough  three  exemption  orders,  and  four  closing  orders,  regular 
day  and  night  inspections  being  made  to  see  that  the  provisions  of 
these  orders  and  the  Shops  (Early  Closing)  Act  is  observed. 

The  Shops  Act,  1934,  which  governs  the  maximum  working 
hours  of  young  persons  and  the  improvement  of  the  working  conditions 
in  shops,  has  done  a great  deal  to  better  the  lot  of  the  shop  worker. 
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In  this  connection  regular  inspections  are  made  of  the  record  of 
hours  forms,  and  observations  made  to  see  that  the  hours  are  complied 
with. 

Under  Section  10  of  the  Act  the  following  action  has  been  taken  : —

The  Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restriction)  Act,  1936  and 
The  Retail  Meat  Dealers’  Shops  (Sunday  Closing)  Act,  1936. 

The  former  Act  restricts  the  opening  of  shops,  and  trading  on  Sunday, 
while  the  latter  provides  for  the  compulsory  closing  of  retail  meat 
shops  and  stalls  on  Sunday  with  certain  exceptions. 

Suitable  arrangements  are  made  for  the  efficient  administration 
of  these  Acts,  and  regular  inspections  are  made.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  of  the  552  shops  which  could  open  on  Sunday,  only  267 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity,  and  of  these  200  are  hcensed 
premises.

During  the  year  I was  pleased  to  have  had  the  opportunity  of 
attending  a Conference  of  Shops  Acts  Inspectors  held  in  London. 
This  Conference  did  much  to  clarify  many  of  the  anomalies  met  with 
in  the  administration  of  shops  legislation. 


Offices.  Under  Sections  44  to  46  and  92  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  32  offices  have  been  inspected  to  ascertain  their  condition 
as  regards  ventilation,  cleanliness,  overcrowding  and  sanitary  accom- 
modation.

As  a result  of  these  inspections,  notices  have  been  served  requiring 
the  walls  and  ceilings  of  4 offices  to  be  cleansed,  and  additional  sanitary 
accommodation  to  be  provided  at  3 other  offices. 

Smoke  Abatement.  During  the  year  40  smoke  observations 
have  been  taken,  and  9 letters  have  been  sent  calling  attention  to 
excessive  emissions  of  black  smoke. 

On  several  occasions  also,  interviews  took  place  with  the  stokers 
in  charge  of  boilers,  and  advice  given  as  to  the  best  practical  methods 
of  firing  to  prevent  heavy  discharges  of  smoke  from  the  boiler  chimneys. 

One  interesting  problem  with  which  we  have  had  to  deal  during 
the  year,  was  at  a saw-mill  and  machine  joinery  works  where  wood 
waste  alone  is  used  as  fuel. 

A nuisance  was  caused  by  partly-consumed  wood  ash  (often  red 
hot)  being  discharged  from  the  boiler  chimney  on  to  the  surrounding 
property. 

Wire  screens  had  been  tried  in  the  flue  at  the  base  of  the  chimney 
stack  without  success. 

Special  tubular  fire  bars  are  now  being  installed  which  will  induce 
cool  air  from  the  boiler  room  through  their  length,  and  discharge 
heated  Oxygen  in  a series  of  jets  behind  the  bridge.  These  bars  will 
ensure  more  complete  and  efficient  combustion  of  any  particles  which 
would  otherwise  have  passed  into  the  boiler  flue  only  partly  consumed. 

In  addition  a flue  containing  baffle  walls  and  a water  trap  is  in 
course  of  construction,  through  which  all  flue  gases  must  pass,  and  any 
unconsumed  particles  will  be  caught  by  the  water  and  thus  be  prevented 
from  entering  the  chimney. 

Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928.  There  are  no  premises  in 
the  Borough  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured,  but  there  are  certain 
premises  where  rag  flock  is  used,  and  in  all  cases  a warranty  is  obtained 
with  the  flock  purchased. 

Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928.  The  above  Act  and 
Orders  made  thereunder  provide  for  the  sale,  safe-keeping,  and 
conveyance  of  petroleum  and  substances  of  a like  nature,  which  give 
off  an  inflammable  vapour  at  a temperature  of  less  than  73  Fahrenheit. 
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With  certain  exceptions,  petroleum  spirit  may  only  be  stored  in 
pursuance  of  a licence  granted  by  the  Local  Authority. 

563  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  premises 
where  petroleum  spirit  and  carbide  of  calcium  were  stored.

93  licences  have  been  granted  for  the  storage  of  151,510  gallons 
of  petroleum  spirit. 

5 licences  have  been  granted  for  the  storage  of  285  gallons  of 
petroleum  mixture. 

7 licences  have  been  granted  for  the  storage  of  12  tons  9^  cwts. 
of  carbide  of  calcium. 

The  method  of  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  generally  adopted  in 
the  Borough  is  that  of  the  underground  tank,  the  spirit  being 
distributed  by  one  or  more  of  the  various  types  of  pumps  and  measuring 
instruments. 

Petroleum  or  petroleum  mixtures  are  also  stored  in  the  Borough 
for  the  following  purposes  : — 

Bulk  storage  depots. 

Dry  cleaning  of  fabrics. 

Rubber  vulcanising. 

Cellulose  spraying. 
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The  bulk  storage  depots  in  the  town  have  been  regularly  visited 
and  both  in  these  and  the  other  stores  due  precautions  are  being 
taken  to  safeguard  life  and  property,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that 
there  have  been  no  accidents  occasioned  by  the  keeping  of  petroleum 
spirit,  or  like  substances  during  the  year.  The  fees  for  licences  amount 
to  £10  10s. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

(a)  Supervision  of  Saleyard. 

During  the  year.  Inspectors  have  attended  every  sale  in  order  to 
grant  the  necessary  movement  licences  under  the  Swine  Fever 
(Regulation  of  Movement)  Order.  In  every  case  where  swine  are 
being  moved  to  adjoining  local  authorities,  copies  of  such  licences 
were  sent  to  the  local  authorities  concerned.  In  the  case  of  swine 
licensed  to  premises  in  the  Borough,  inspection  was  made  in  order  to 
see  that  the  isolation  required  by  the  licence  was  maintained. 

There  were  also  a few  cases  of  contraventions  of  a minor  character, 
warnings  being  given  in  each  case. 

All  stock  exposed  for  sale  in  the  Market  is  inspected  by  a 
veterinary  officer  who  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  District  Veterinary 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

{b)  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 

Eleven  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  been  discovered  by  the  Veterinary 
Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  in  local  dairy  herds,  the  necessary  notices 
being  served  by  them  on  the  owners  of  the  animals  affected.  In  cases 
where  slaughter  was  necessary  a qualified  meat  inspector  attended  the 
post  monem  examination  with  the  Veterinary  Inspector.  The  result 
of  such  examinations  showed  that  in  8 cases  the  disease  was  localised, 
and  advanced  Tuberculosis  was  found  in  3 cases. 

Disinfection  of  the  cowsheds  in  all  cases  of  disease  is  supervised 
by  inspectors  from  this  Department. 

(c)  Swine  Fever. 

The  almost  complete  inununity  which  we  have  experienced  in 
the  Borough  for  the  past  19  years  from  this  disease  continued  during 
1938,  there  being  only  five  suspected  cases,  none  of  which  were 
confirmed. 
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(d)  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

During  the  year  Burton  was  placed  in  a controlled  area  on  only 
one  occasion,  the  movement  of  stock  being  controlled  by  hcences 
issued  by  my  Department. 

(e)  Anthrax. 

Two  cases  of  suspected  Anthrax  have  been  notified  during  the 
year,  in  both  cases  bacteriological  examination  proved  that  the  animals 
had  not  died  from  this  disease. 

(/)  Warble  Fly  (Dressing  of  Cattle)  Order,  1936. 

Publicity  was  given  to  this  Order  through  the  local  press  and  by 
the  distribution  of  literature  to  the  farmers. 

(g)  Transit  of  Animals,  etc. 

The  various  Orders  dealing  with  the  transit  of  animals  received 
our  constant  attention. 

Lorries  and  cattle  trucks  used  for  the  conveyance  of  animals  are 
frequently  inspected  to  see  that  same  are  in  proper  order,  and  that 
disinfection  is  regularly  carried  out. 

Records  of  movements  are  also  checked  to  see  that  the  entries 
are  up  to  date. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  the  smooth  co-operation  and  willing 
assistance  we  have  received  from  the  Ministry’s  Veterinary  Ofl&cers 
in  all  matters  relating  to  this  important  branch  of  the  Health  Services. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
confidence  and  support,  and  also  the  various  departmental  heads 
and  staffs  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  help  during  the  year.

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Factories  and  Outworkers.  The  New  Factories  Aa  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1938.  This  Act  placed  further  responsi- 
bilities on  the  Local  Authority,  168  additional  factories  being  placed 
on  the  register,  making  a total  of  292  now  imder  the  supervision  of 
the  Health  Department. 

285  visits  were  paid  to  factories  and  workshops  during  the  year, 
78  visits  were  made  to  outworkers  premises,  and  3 notices  were  received 
from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  calling  attention  to  sanitary  defects. 

A summary  of  defects  discovered  and  remedied  will  be  found  at 
the  end  of  this  report. 

Bakehouses.  There  are  16  bakehouses  in  use  in  the  Borough, 
10  are  factories  with  power,  and  6 are  without  power. 

74  inspections  have  been  made  of  these  premises,  when  2 con- 
traventions were  found  and  remedied. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  that  the  basement  under  a shop 
was  being  used  for  the  baking  of  confectionery,  and  as  the  premises 
did  not  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937, 
notice  was  served  on  the  occupier  ordering  him  to  discontinue  using 
these  premises  as  a bakehouse. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  The  Swimming  Baths  belong 
to  the  Corporation  They  are  equipped  with  an  efficient  filtration 
and  purification  plant,  which  maintains  the  water  in  a satisfactory 
condition.  There  are  also  public  bathing  sheds  on  the  bank  of  the 
River  Trent  where  the  river  is  used  for  bathing.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supply.  During  the  year  51  samples  taken  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester, 
to  be  tested  for  Tuberculosis,  48  of  these  being  bulk  samples  from 
farmers  and  retailers,  and  three  from  pasteurising  estabhshments 
in  the  Borough. 

Of  the  bulk  samples  10  were  reported  positive,  or  19.6  per  cent, 
6 were  from  farms  inside  the  Borough  and  4 from  farms  outside  the 
Borough.  The  3 Pasteurised  samples  were  negative. 

Regarding  the  alfected  farms  in  the  Borough  cows  were  slaughtered 
from  5 of  the  farms,  and  fovmd  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis, 
and  in  the  other  case  a cow  was  sold  after  the  milk  was  sampled. 
Regarding  the  affected  farms  outside  the  Borough,  two  of  the  positive 
samples  were  traced  to  the  same  farm  and  a cow  was  slaughtered 
and  found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis,  and  in  the  other  2 cases 
the  Tuberculosis  was  not  traced,

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Samples  obtained  for  Examination.  During  the  year  122 
samples  of  graded  milk  were  obtained  for  examination,  90  Accredited 
and  32  Pasteurised. 

All  the  Pasteurised  and  64  of  the  Accredited  samples  examined 
complied  with  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Milk  (Special  Designa- 
tions) Order,  whilst  26  samples  of  Accredited  were  outside  the  standard 
prescribed. 

Owing  to  several  samples  from  each  farm  failing  to  comply  with 
the  standard  laid  down  for  Accredited  Milk,  three  dairymen  were 
asked  to  attend  before  the  Health  Committee  during  the  year.  A 
warning  was  given  in  each  case. 

In  addition  three  cow  keepers  received  warning  from  the  Committee 
because  the  cows  in  the  herd  were  not  distinctly  marked  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations. 

Inspection  of  Dairies.  638  inspections  of  dairies,  cowsheds 
and  milkshops  were  made  during  the  year,  and  in  26  cases  contraven- 
tions of  the  regulations  were  discovered  and  dealt  with. 

Inspection  of  Milch  Cows.  Under  the  Agriculture  Act,  1937, 
all  inspections  of  Milch  Cows  and  inspections  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  were  transferred  to  Government  Veterinary  Inspectors  under 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  as  from  the  1st  April,  1938. 
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All  Milch  Cows  in  the  Borough  after  that  date  were  regularly 
inspected  by  these  official  inspectors. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection.  The  number  of 
slaughterhouses  in  use  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  the  year  was

The  food  inspection  staff  consists  of  four  qualified  officers,  who 
inspect  at  the  time  of  slaughter  the  meat  of  all  food  animals.  Strict 
daily  records  are  kept  and  certificates  given  for  all  meat  condemned. 
All  meat  whether  slaughtered  inside  the  Borough  or  sent  in  as  dressed 
carcases  from  other  towns  is  inspected  before  it  is  offered  for  sale 
to  the  public. 


Meat  Marking.  A system  of  “ Meat  Marking  ” is  in  operation 
at  the  bacon  factory  of  Messrs.  Roberts  and  Birch  Ltd. 

148  whole  carcases  and  2,344  parts  of  carcases  (sold  to  firms  in 
towns  where  meat  marking  is  practised)  have  been  officially  stamped 
This  mark  is  an  indication  to  the  authorities  concerned  that  the  meat 
has  been  inspected  and  passed  by  a qualified  meat  and  food  inspector.

Scarlet  Fever.  This  disease  remained  very  prevalent  throughout 
the  year. 

Diphtheria.  The  number  of  notifications  of  this  disease  received 
during  the  year  was  69.  There  were  4 deaths. 

The  swabbing  of  all  school  children  who  were  contacts  in  the 
home  of  a Diphtheria  case  was  continued  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  children  thus  examined  was  78,  and  5 (6  per  cent.)  were 
found  to  be  “ carriers  ” of  Diphtheria  Bacilli  in  the  throat  or  nose. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria.  A scheme  of  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria  commenced  in  1934  was  continued  throughout 
the  year  1938. 

During  the  year,  151  individuals  were  either  immunised  or  were 
undergoing  the  process,  74  being  of  school  age  and  77  pre  school 
children.  The  prophylactics  used  were  T.A.F.  and  T.A.M.  supplied 
by  Burroughs,  Wellcome  & Co. 
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Schick  and  Dick  Tests.  Schick  testing  is  used  as  a preliminary 
in  all  children  over  seven  years  of  age  and  in  all  cases  three  months 
after  completion  of  the  necessary  injections  to  see  if  immunity  has 
developed. 

Schick  and  Dick  tests  are  both  used  at  the  Isolation  Hospital 
for  the  nursing  staff. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Of  the  22  cases  notified,  6 were  from  the 
General  Infirmary,  4 of  those  being  comphcated  cases  sent  in  from 
areas  outside  the  Borough. 

Eight  cases  were  notified  from  a Maternity  Home  and  7 cases 
occurred  in  the  practice  of  midwives,  in  addition  to  the  2 cases  sent 
into  the  Infirmary.  In  one  case  no  Midwife  was  in  attendance. 

Undulant  Fever.  No  case  of  Undulant  Fever  came  under  the 
notice  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year. 

Zymotic  Deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases 
was  4,  all  due  to  Diphtheria. 

School  Intimations  of  Disease.  Intimations  of  non-notifiable 
infectious  diseases  are  received  daily  from  the  Director  of  Education, 
and,  as  far  as  possible,  are  followed  up  by  the  Health  Visitors.

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  was  supphed  as  usual  from  the  Health 
Office  for  all  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the  Borough  if  applied  for.  During 
the  year  26  phials  each  containing  8,000  units  were  supplied  to  medical 
practitioners  in  the  Borough. 

‘ Measles  Serum.  Measles  Serum,  either  adult  or  convalescent, 
was  used  in  six  cases  during  the  year.  The  results  appeared  to  be 
quite  satisfactory. 

Two  attempts  were  made  during  the  year  to  obtain  a further 
supply  of  adult  measles  serum  but  in  one  instance  the  process  of 
manufacture  failed,  and  in  the  other  the  serum  had  not  been  used  up 
to  the  end  of  the  year  owing  to  certain  doubts  as  to  the  advisability 
of  using  it. 

Laboratory  Work.  Bacteriological  examinations  for  infectious 
diseases  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Town  Hall, 
with  the  exception  of  the  tests  for  Enteric  Fever,  Puerperal  Pyrexia, 
Pneumonia,  and  Undulant  Fever,  which  if  required  are  done  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester.

Tuberculosis  Dispensary.  The  days  and  hours  of  opening 
remained  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  viz.,  Tuesdays  4.30  to  6 p.m. 
and  Fridays  3 to  5 p.m. 

The  number  of  cases  examined  for  the  first  time  at  or  in  connection 
with  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in  1938  (excluding  contacts)  was 
97.  Included  in  that  number  are  59  consultations. 

The  number  of  contacts  examined  was  92,  of  which  87  were  children 
examined  in  school. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Dispensary  for  the  year 
was  691,  which  gives  an  average  per  session  of  6.9.

In  1937  the  patients  attending  the  CUnic  numbered  132  males 
and  67  females,  the  total  number  of  attendances  being  1577  for 
treatment  by  the  Medical  Officer,  and  665  for  intermediate  treatment. 

The  figures  given  in  the  previous  table  include  patients  from 
the  Borough,  from  South  Derbyshire,  from  Staffordshire  and  from 
Leicestershire,  and  also  include  60  patients  suffering  from  Syphihs, 
39  from  Gonorrhoea  and  6 from  conditions  other  than  Venereal 
who  attended  the  Clinic  in  1937  or  earlier  and  continued  their  treatment 
during  1938.

Of  the  2,249  attendances  at  the  Clinic  (including  724  for  inter- 
mediate treatment),  1,368  were  made  by  Burton  patients,  720  by 
South  Derbyshire  patients,  155  by  Staffordshire  patients,  and  6 
by  Leicestershire  patients.

Grants  are  made  by  the  Blind  Persons  Act  Committee  to  blind 
persons  according  to  the  needs  of  the  case. 

Home  Teacher  of  the  Blind.  The  Home  Teacher  of  the  Blind 
paid  1,676  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  blind  persons  during  the  year. 
She  also  gave  lessons  in  Braille  to  three  blind  persons. 

During  the  winter  a large  number  of  socials  were  arranged  by 
the  Home  Visitor  (Miss  Millne),  and  in  the  summer  she  also  arranged 
country  outings,  which  were  very  much  appreciated  by  the  blind. 

Approved  Blind  Home  Workers.  Under  the  Blind  Home

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Midwives  Act,  1936. 

Equipment  for  Midwives.  A steam  sterilizer  was  installed 
at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  during  the  early  part  of  1938,  for  sterilizing 
maternity  outfits.  As  from  the  24th  May,  1938,  sterile  equipment  in 
drums  was  available  for  all  maternity  cases  attended  by  Municipal 
Midwives. 


Compensation  to  Midwives.  No  Midwives  surrendered  their 
Certificates  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1936. 


Cases  attended  by  Municipal  Midwives.  During  the  year 
the  five  Municipal  Midwives  attended  346  patients  as  Midwives 
and  55  patients  as  Maternity  Nurses. 

Midwives.  The  duties  of  the  supervision  and  inspection  of 
Midwives  are  undertaken  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 

The  number  of  Midwives,  who  in  January,  1937,  gave  notice  of 
their  intention  to  practise  within  the  area  of  the  Borough  in 
accordance  with  Section  10  of  the  Mid  wives  Act,  1902,  was  17  and 
subsequently  five  others  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise.

Medical  Practitioners’  Fees.  Claims  from  Medical  Practitioners 
for  fees  under  Section  14  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1918,  for  assistance 
to  Mid  wives  in  emergencies  amounted  to  ;^121  for  the  year,  and  a 
sum  of  £95  was  repaid  to  the  Corporation  by  patients  during  the 
same  period. 


MIDWIVES  ACT,  1936. 

Burton  upon  Trent  (Midwifery — Prohibition  of  Unqualified 

Persons)  Order,  1939. 

The  above  order  made  under  the  provisions  of  Section  6 of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1936,  came  into  force  in  the  Borough  on  the  1st  April, 
1939. 

The  effect  of  the  Order  is  that  as  from  the  1st  day  of  April,  1939, 
it  will  be  an  offence  for  any  person  (with  the  exceptions  mentioned 
below)  who  is  not  a certified  midwife  or  a nurse  registered  in  the 
General  Part  of  the  Register  of  Nurses  required  to  be  kept  under  the 
Nurses  Registration  Act,  1919,  to  receive  any  remuneration  for 
attending  in  the  area  of  the  Council  as  a nurse  on  a woman  in  child- 
birth or  at  any  time  during  the  10  days  immediately  after  childbirth. 

The  Order  does  not  apply  to  the  following  : — 

(1)  Any  person  who,  while  undergoing  training  with  a view  to 
becoming  a duly  qualified  medical  practitioner  or  a certified  midwife, 
attends  on  a woman  as  aforesaid  as  part  of  a course  of  practical 
instruction  in  midwifery  recognised  by  the  General  Medical  Council 
or  by  the  Central  Midwives  Board ; or, 

(2)  Any  person  who  attends  on  a woman  as  aforesaid  in  any  nursing 
home  which  is  registered  under  the  Nursing  Homes  Registration 
Act,  1927,  or  exempt  from  the  operations  of  that  Act  under  Section  6 
thereof,  or  in  any  hospital  or  other  premises  or  institution  which  is 
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not  included  in  the  definition  of  the  expression  “ nursing  home  ” 
in  sub-section  (1)  of  Section  10  of  that  Act  by  virtue  of  paragraphs 
(i)j  (ii)j  and  (iii)  thereof ; or 

(3)  A woman  who,  before  the  1st  day  of  January,  1937,  has  been 
certified  by  the  authorities  of  a hospital  or  other  institution,  to  which 
the  Minister  has  by  order  applied  this  proviso,  to  have  been  trained 
in  obstetric  nursing  and  who  has  given  notice  in  writing  to  the  Council 
that  she  has  been  so  certified. 

A list  of  the  hospitals  and  institutions  referred  to  in  the  last 
paragraph,  and  any  further  information  with  respect  to  the  above 
Order,  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Town  Hall,  Burton  upon  Trent. 

Birth  Control.  Four  cases  were  referred  to  our  Consultant 
Gynaecologist  under  the  scheme  of  Birth  Control  given  in  the  Report 
for  1934. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre.  The  new  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in 
Cross  Street  continued  throughout  the  year  to  be  attended  by  mothers 
and  babies  in  very  large  numbers. 

Voluntary  Helpers.  A number  of  ladies  have  acted  as  voluntary 
helpers  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  some  of  them  over  a long  period 
of  years,  and  have  given  very  valuable  assistance  in  carrying  out 
the  work.  It  is  only  through  their  regular  and  ungrudging  help  that 
such  large  numbers  can  be  dealt  with. 

Number  of  Cases.  The  number  of  new  cases  registered  at  the 
Centre  during  the  year  was  506,  and  the  total  attendances  14,054, 
giving  an  average  per  session  of  93.1,  as  compared  with  an  average 
of  95.7  for  1937. 

3,353  lbs.  of  dried  milk  were  supplied  at  slightly  over  cost  price 
for  infants  attending  the  Centre. 

Eye  Defects.  The  arrangements  whereby  infants  suffering  from 
eye  defects  could  be  referred  to  Dr.  Jagger  for  examination  were 
continued  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  children  examined  by  him  during  the  year  was  17. 
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Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub- Committee.  A Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee,  consisting  of  the  following  ladies  : 
Mrs.  Bell,  Mrs.  Evans,  Mrs.  Giles,  Mrs.  MacGilp,  Mrs.  Sanders, 
iMrs.  Stanley,  and  Miss  Wild,  held  eleven  meetings  during  the  year. 
The  Sub-Committee  has  administrative  control  over  the  assisted 
milk  supply  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  for  infants,  and 
also  gives  valuable  help  in  the  management  of  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centre. 

Assisted  Milk  Supply.  During  the  year  the  number  of  families 
supplied  with  free  milk  was  90,  at  a cost  of  ;(^106. 

Maternity  Bags.  The  number  of  maternity  bags  lent  during  the 
year  was  three,  two  being  lent  free. 

Sterilised  Maternity  Outfits.  Sterilised  Maternity  outfits  were 
stocked  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  but  only  four  were  sold  during 
the  year. 

“ Light  Clinic.”  During  the  year,  172  new  cases  received  treat- 
ment at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  A total  of  2,182  attendances 
was  made  during  the  year.  In  nearly  all  the  cases  improvement  in 
the  condition  was  noted.

Dr.  N.  L.  Edwards,  of  Derby,  Consultant  for 
ante-natal  and  obstetric  complications,  examined  3 cases  at  the 
ante-natal  clinic,  and  10  other  obstetric  cases  during  the  year.

The  scheme  for  dental  treatment  of  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  for  all  children  under  5 years  of  age  remained 
the  same  as  previously  described,  with  the  addition  that  as  from  the 
1st  January,  1938,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  supply  of  dentures 
to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  A panel  of  the  private  dentists 
willing  to  supply  dentures  on  the  National  Health  Insurance  Scale 
was  drawn  up  and  arrangements  made  for  the  patients  to  pay  a 
proportion  of  the  cost  according  to  a scale  of  necessity.
